REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1, 5-7, and 12 are allowed over prior arts. Chen (US 6524626 B2) teaches skin 
cosmetic formulations comprising panax ginseng extract in combination with various 
plant extracts and vitamins, including a ginseng/ascorbic acid combination and 
ginseng/morus alba combinations. The amount of these active ingredients is 
significantly higher (5% ginseng, 1 % ascorbic acid, 1 % morus alba), and there is no 
solid motivation to lower the amount of these components and expect to obtain similar 
antioxidant benefits.
